week and that ouster charges against 
the mayor will be filed with Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt next 
week. 


Friends of the governor, friends of the 
mayor mid members of the committee 
all regard the filing of charges as cer- 
tain. They do not believe that there 
will be sufficient time for the gover- 
nor to take action on them, either by

:he mayor, before the Democratic 


Jivcntlon convenes at Chicago on 


Jtaie 27. 


Several civic groups are believed 


ready to prefer charges if Mr. Seabury 
should indieatc his preference for such 
a course.

Furniture cannot talk and tell the 


weird 
breath-taking 
blood-tingling 


stories of the past. But I'm sure if it 
could the furniture of Miss Bess Trim- 
ble would, tell stories that we have 
never heard before. 


The Trimble family has resided in 


Washington for generations and have 
many , sterling traints. They possess 
many pieces pf beautiful old furni- 
ture. Among them arc: A canopy 
bed, 
wardrobe, bureau, two settees, 


six straight chairs, two candle stick 
holders and an old clock. 


The "bed made of very soft and beau- 


tifully '.carved wood has four tall, 
but small, posts^ and attached to each 
Is a silver cord. A beautiful canopy 
made of'fine naede point mesh lace 
hangs from this/cord down to the 
floor. The lace which was very ex- 
pensive; is noW turtilng. yellow with 


age. At the top of the bed a beauti- 
ful colored silk is stretched from post 
to post. This silk which-is of the fin- 
est material came from China. Every 
color of the rainbow Is visible in this 
one piece of silk. The bed was pur- 
chased one hundred fifty years ago 
by the great-grandfather 
of 
Miss 


Bessie Trimble in New Orleans from 
the Ruler of Cuba. He. was stranded 
there and sold the bed'very cheap. 
This piece of furnitufc has been in 
this one family 'eighty-five 
years. 


Imagine sleeping in the bed that at 
one time belonged to a ruler in a far- 
off country. Wouldn't it be great fun 
to be propped up by many beauti- 
ful pillows and pretend you were a 
prince or princess, and have many 
servants to' wait upon you? And at 
night when you fall asleep dream of 
fairies like you read about in Alice 
of Wonderland.

The wardrobe is an enormous piece 


of furniture. It is 6 by 12 and has 
solid doors which are carved in var- 
ious shapes. One otic side it has 
drawers and the other side has a 
place to hang clothes. The drawers 
also have carving on them. The ward- 
robe is made of walnut and was very 
expensive. This piece also came from 
New Orleans.' Think of a wardrobe 
6 by 12 with drawers large enough 
for you and me to hide in, in playing 
hide and seek. Don't you suppose the 
children of those days had1 a hard 
time finding the one that were hid- 
den away in some obscure place, or 
perhaps ilJ the drawer of one of these 
huge pieces pf furniture?

ing for. Champaign, 111. 


Monts Seed, store, 
local 
produce 


buyers, have been, buying beans from 
local growers for the past few days. 
Only because this produce can be 
shipped by'freight was it possible to 
pay the farmers enough for their pro- 
duct to make;it worth while to gather 
them, said Clyde Monts. 


The beans were sold' at $1.25. per 


bushel, as good' a price as has been 
offered 'him this season, he said. • But 
the express on a bushel pf beans to 
this point figures 75c, packing costs 
figure around ~15c, and' the northern 
produce dealer's commission the same 
amount. This leaves only 20c for the 
grower and shipper, Monts said. How- 
ever, the freight rate in carload quan- 
tities figures only slightly 'more than 
half .the cost of. expressing; thus, en- 
abling this large sale of truck garden 
produce. 


As an Illustration of the high cost 


of, shipping, vegetables .by express, 
Monts received three 'two-cent post- 
age stamps Monday' in full ana" com- 
plete payment fo: a bushel of-cucum- 
bers shipped to' Kansas City „ last 
Thursday.

to be almost entirely out' of the mar- 
k^t at this time for raw cotton. 


The new crop was said to be pro- 


gressing rather favorably and. accord- 
ing" to the Weather Bureau for the 
past week cotton needed higher tem- 
peratures, especially in the eastern 
hdlf of the belt. 
• The rains of'the week in the east 
h^lf.werc dccidclly favorable and not- 


1 withstanding the coolness the outlook 
materially improved' in the southeast. 
There was too much rain locally in 
th|c east Gulf sections, but damage to 
the crop was not extensive. 


Average price middling 7-8 inch as 


compiled.from the quotations pf the 
teji designated spot markets May 27th 
is'5.28c, compared with 5.54c May 20th 
arid 8.09c on the corresponding day 
last year.'

• Exports continue full and to May 
27th were about 1,600,000 bales above 
those for a year ago for the like period. 
According to the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus there were operated in the United 
Spates at some time during the month 
of April 23,400,000 cotton spinning 
spindles compared with 24,800,000 for 
March and 26,700,000 for April 1931.

week witnessed the same.quiet condi-

ments' for raw cotton. No particular 
grades or staples seemed to be inquir- 
ed for. According to the Bureau of 
the Census, there were operated in the 
cotton growing states at some time 
during the month of April 16,600,000 
cotton spinning spindles compared with 
17,100,000 for April a year ago. 


New England mill centers said the 


past week witnessed a continuation of 
the quiet prevailing the week before 
and quotations for raw cotton were 
mprcipr less nominal due to the very 
limited quantities traded .in. Some in- 
terest wa^s in evidence by certain mills 
who are planning for nexxt season's 
fabrics and' some sales of raw cotton 
were actually made which was con- 
sidered at least as some improvement 
over the past few weeks. 


Tire mills located at New Bedford 


were . said to have further cudtailed 
which has cut off a good percentage 
of the raw cotton business 
which 


brokers had' expected. Boston in- 
quiries for raw cotton were said to be 


i and some little business was plac- 


ed by mills there and while a good 
share of inquiries was directed to the 
Inoger staple cottons the short types 
commanded most of the attenion. 
. Conditions in Fall River ana Provi- 
dence were taid to continue stagnant 
with almost no cotton being sold by 
local brokers in those markets or by 
sellers who visit those sections from 
other territories.

Dies of Apoplexy 


Was President Emeritus of 


.State Teachers College 


at Conway 
~ 


CONWAY.-Dr. Burr Walter Tor- 


J-eyson, aged 76, president emeritus of 
the Arkansas State Teachers College 
and for a half-century closely iden- 
tified with public school and higher 
education in Arkansas, died at his 
home in Doyne hall-of a stroke from 
apoplexy at 9:45 Sunday night. 


He suffered the fatal stroke only a 


few hours before his 'death. 
' 


Dr. Torreyson had served as presi- 


dent emeritus of the college since ill 
health caused his retirement from the 
active presidency two years ago. The 
body will be taken to Fort Smith Mon- 
day, 
where fuperal services will be 


held at the First Presbyterian church 
at 2:30 p. m. Tuesday. 


Dr. Torreyson was born at Hillsboro, 


Va., December 10, 1865, Ihe son of 
James W, and Sarah Stone Torreyson. 
He was educated in the public school 
at Hillsboro, from which he graduated 
in 1870; the National Normal School 
at Lebannon, Ohio, and the University 
pf. Chicago. The University of Ark- 
ansas conferred upon him the LI. D. 
degree. 


Following several years of teaching 


in Missouri Dr. Torreyson, 
in 1893, 


moved tp Fort Smith Where for 12 
years he was principal and then su- 
perintendent of city schools. He went 
to Little Rock in 1905 as superinten- 
dent of schools, and resifhed in 1909 
to become state high .school inspector. 
He was active in the latter capacity 
until 1917, when he accepted {he pres- 
idency of Arkansas State Teachers 
College here. During the presidency 
of Dr. Torreyson the Teachers College 
enjoyed a phenominal growth, both in 
physical equipment and in students 
and curricula. 


Dr. Torreyson wSs a charter mem- 


ber of the Arkansas Education Asso- 
ciation and served as chairman of its 
Board of Trustees from the date of its 
organization until his resignation last 
year. He also served as president of 
that body. 


Dr. Torreyson was married Juue 3U, 


1898, 
to Miss Alice Bulgin of Fort 


Smith. Besides his widow, he is sur- 
vived by a daughter, Mr* Qus Allison 
of Conway, a grandson, James Tor- 
reyson Allison, and a sister, Mrs. E. M. 
Pursey of Washington. 


The death of Dr. Torreyson occurred 


shortly after the baccalaureate service 
at the-Teachers College had 
been 


preached by Dr. J. H, Buchanan of 
El Dorado. Dr. Torreyson was a sup- 
porter of the Democratic party. 
He 


was u member of tbs Presbyterian 
church, of which he was a deapoA, 
and elso was a member of tiie Con- 
way Rotary Club. '

Hope Improves as 


Poultry Market 


Four Commission House* 
Compete Here for Eggs 


and Chickens 


That Hope has become an excellent 


market-for the shipping of eggs and 
poultry for the first time in nwny 
years is indicate^ in a survey made 
Monday by the Star. 
> 


For the past four months four large 


poultry commission houses have sejU 
trucks into Hope to compete against 
each other in buying up chickens and, 
eggs from 
local dealers. Although 


trucks have called on Blevins and Me? 
Caskill dealers for several years, as 
well as on Nashville, Howard county, 
no buyers have made any town in the 
scouht part of the county before, it is 
understood. These four outlets have 
made it worth while for Hope deaiei'3 
to handle this class of produce at a 
relatively high market prcie, for the 
lirst time. 


Heretofore, dealers handled such 


email quantities U\s4 they weve forced 
to offer prices of 2c and even 3c p^r 
pound fqr poultry, under what wes 
paid in the towns in the north, part 
of the county. With these outlets, 
however, Hope often

prices than prevail in neighboring 
communities, it is understood.
